Lake’s water level is low but normal

Lower waters in Lake Charlevoix 
this year may be bothersome to some 
boaters, but in the 5,000 to 6,000 year 
history since the Great Lakes were 
formed, this recent drop is really only 
a drop in the bucket. 

Currently the lakes are about four 
inches below the long term average 
for this date. “It’s relatively low com- 
pared to the last decade and just 
slightly below the long term average 
right now,” said Doug Fuller, a water

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Commission on Aging 


gets full time director 


Susan Bergmann is looking for- 
ward to plenty of challenges -as the 
first full-time director of Charlevoix 
County’s Commission on Aging 
(COA). 

“A lot of positive things, hope- 
fully, will come from this,” she said. 

Previously, the commission was 
directed part-time by Art Saworski, 
who also doubled as the county’s tran- 
sit manager. 

When Saworski retired in Febru- 
ary, county officials split the position 
into two full-time jobs. Assistant tran- 
sit manager Oral Sutliff was promoted 
to transit manager and Bergmann was 
hired for the COA position and will 
work out of the offices in Boyne City. 

“Yd been looking at the program 
for a long time and helping out with 
the assessment previously and knew 
there was a need in the county for the 
services,” Bergmann said. “I applied 
knowing they needed a nurse to run 
the program — they needed a medi- 
cally qualified person.” 

Currently the commission pro- 
vides respite care, congregate meals 
to the elderly in locations in East Jor- 
dan and Charlevoix, county-wide 
Meals on Wheels, a medication as- 
sistance program, and a homemakers 
program in which volunteers help 
with chores such as cleaning, laun- 
dry and preparing meals. 

Bergmann, who will start her new 
position on Monday, April 12, has al- 
ready identified a need to increase the 
scope of the respite and personal care 
services. 

Respite care allows care-givers — 
usually a family member — to get 


away for a break, while personal care 
services mainly include assisting cli- 
ents with baths and showers one to 
two times per week. 

“There is a need for that because 
Medicare has made so many cuts,” 
Bergmann said. 

Only eight patients in the whole 
county receive the services. 
Bergmann hopes to help expand it to 
the size of Antrim County’s program 
which helps more than 200 clients. 

Bergmann also spoke of starting 
a chore service to help clients with 
labor intensive tasks like mowing the 
grass and shoveling the driveway. 

She would like to bring in-house 
the nursing assessments, which are 
currently contracted to an outside 
company. 

“T should be able to do our own 
assessments,” Bergmann said. “I will 
be doing some field work — going 
into homes — that’s what I’m used 
to doing.” 

As Boyne City’s home care nurse 
through her job with the county health 
department, she is already familiar 
with many of the COA’s Boyne City 
clients. 


“I won’t be completely leaving 
that aspect,” she said of the home 
health care area. “ But it won’t be for 
skilled needs, it will be for unskilled.” 

“I'm looking forward to expand- 
ing the personal care services and 
bringing us up to speed as far as try- 
ing to fill the gaps. There's definitely 
a big need for that,” Bergmann said, 
pointing out that it will help fill the 
needs for those who don’t qualify for 
Medicaid, but can’t afford private 
care. 


“T think we could really expand on 
all the programs,” Bergmann said. 

With growth comes increased 
costs, and the resourceful Bergmann 
already has plans to investigate addi- 
tional funding sources. 

“T have to figure out where all the 
money comes from,” said Bergmann, 
“and get more.” 

Bergmann resides in Hayes Town- 
ship, with her husband Dan 
Bergmann and their daughter. 

She received her nursing diploma 


* from Mercy Hospital in Maine in 


1980 and earned a Bachelors of Sci- 
ence in nursing last year from Lake 
Superior State. 


She worked in New Hampshire 
and then in Alaska for 10 years in la- 
bor and delivery and for the state’s 
department of corrections. 

For the past eight years she has 
worked for the county health depart- 
ment providing skilled home care 
nursing and has provided hospice to 
four counties. She also works at 
Charlevoix Area Hospital every other 
weekend in the obstetrics department. 


Cities now wait to hear about park grants 


Now the wait begins as the cities of Boyne City 
and East Jordan await word on the fate of their 
grant applications from the Michigan Department 


of Natural Resources. 


The deadline for the grants was last Thursday. It 
will be June at the earliest before a decision is 


announced. 


Boyne City is applying for $671,000 to develop 
Rotary Park while East Jordan is asking for 
$369,000 to develop Old Boswell Field. A bike 
path from Mill Street to the park is also in the grant 


for East Jordan. 


Boyne City’s request includes two baseball 
fields at a cost of $105,300 cach; one slow pitch 
softball field for $83,500; two soccer fields, 
$85,000 cach; a concession stand and restroom 
facilities for $132,000; and hard surface paths 


throughout the park, $75,000. 


Boyne City’s 25 percent match for the grant 
will come from several sources. The school district 
has pledged $70,000, Boyne Area 4-H Soccer, 
$17,000; and Boyne City Little League, $5,000. 
The city will also contribute $40,000 from the 
Boyne City Parks and Recreation budget and 


$40,000 from in-kind services. 


East Jordan applied for $369,000, with a city 


match of $246,000 to build three soccer fields, 
four baseball diamonds, a parking lot and to 
renovate a concession and restroom facility at Old 


Boswell Field on M-32, as outlined in the park’s 


Master Plan. 


East Jordan and Boyne City are looking 10 


secure a portion of nearly $7 million in DNR 


grants. The funds will come from the Local 
Recreation Grant portion of the Clean Michigan 
Initiative Recreation Bond, a program approved 
by voters last November which will provide 


financial assistance to local governments for the 


recreation needs. 


development of indoor and outdoor recreation 
facilities with a focus on meeting community 


Nearly $50 million is available under the 
program throughout the state, with between $10 


and $12 million being allocated in 1999, Only 


14.4 percent ($6.98 million) of those overall funds 
will be distributed in northern lower Michigan. 
The upper peninsula will receive $1.75 million, 
and the southern lower peninsula $34.92 million. 
The grants will be judged based on things like 
the community’s need for the project, capability of 


the applicant, site and project quality, the popula-

Filling EJ storefronts 
is aim of new committee 


A group of area business people 
are looking for ways to fill vacant 
storefronts in downtown East Jordan, 
and an initial meeting last weck 
brought them together to address the 
growth issue. 

Ultimately, the committee is look- 
ing to coordinate the undertaking of 
a professional marketing analysis to 
identify the needs of the downtown. 

The committee includes members 
of the Downtown Development Au- 
thority and East Jordan Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce who recently 
agreed to investigate the city’s needs. 


The group also includes a represen- 
tative each from the city, the North- 
ern Michigan Economic Alliance and 
a city planner. 

Publicity on the city’s newly com- 
pleted streetscape has attracted shop- 
pers to the area, said chamber direc- 
tor Mary Faculak, but there are too 
few retailers on Main Street to keep 
their attention. 

Initially, the cornmittee hopes to 
use the study to attract viable busi- 
nesses to the downtown, to create a 
long-term, diversified economy, and 
to encourage long-term investment in

the community. 

In keeping with the momentum of 
the streetscape, the group also dis- 
cussed further improving the city's 
physical appearance via paint and a 
little elbow grease, through a commu- 
nity work blitz. 

Committee members will pull to- 
gether some initial marketing data on 
the city before its next meeting later 
this month. They hope to move 
quickly on securing funds and identi- 
fying a firm to undertake the compre- 
hensive marketing analysis of the 
city’s business needs.

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Comments welcome at 
Boyne City budget hearing 


Reconstruction of North Lake 
Street between North and Vogel 
streets is just one of the projects pro- 
posed in the 1999-2000 budget for the 
City of Boyne City. 

Work on the street will include 
installation of new storm sewer, curb 
and gutter, sidewalk and landscaping. 
Of the estimated construction cost of 
$250,000, all but $50,000 will be 
funded by the Michigan Department 
of Transportation. 

Total general fund revenues for the 
1999-2000 fiscal year are estimated 
at $2,905,263 and total revenues, 
which include all city funds are 
$4,585,807, an increase of $332,848. 
Expenditures have increased 
$297,428. 

Based on the proposed budget, the 
city’s total millage will decrease by 
0.06 mills to 18.85 — 16.00 mills for 
operations and 2.85 mills for infra- 
structure debt. 

The city commission will hold a 
public hearing on the proposed bud- 
get on Tuesday, April 13, at 7 p.m. 
The public hearing will be held dur- 
ing the commission’s monthly 
evening meeting. 

Along with the North Lake Street 
project, which is expected to begin 
after the 4th of July and be completed

by Labor Day, two improvements are 
planned for city hall property. One 
redesigns the driveway in front of city 
hall, reducing the two north entrances 
to one, and improving parking. 

Also planned is replacing the front 
entrance ramp into city hall with one 
that meets Americans With Disabili- 
ties Act standards. 

Other highlights of the proposed 
budget include: 


* Paving the area behind city hall 
next to the Little League field and the 
connecting drive to the parking lot 
north of city hall. 

* Paving East Main between Har- 
ris Street and the bottom of the hill to 
correct erosion problems. The street’s 
shoulders will also be paved. 

* The installation of water and 
sanitary sewer mains and repaving 
West Street between Division and 
Morgan streets. 

* Construction of infastructure in 
the addition to the Air Industrial Park. 
The project, with an estimated cost 
of $2 million will be funded through 
a Community Block Grant Program 
grant and loan that leverages jobs to 
be created as a result of the anticipated 
LexaMar expansion.

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City Commission approves Litzenburger zone change 


Research undertaken by Boyne 
City Housing Commission executive 
director Todd Sorenson convinced 
Boyne City commissioners to unani- 
mously approve a first reading of an 
amendment to rezone _ the 
Litzenburger Place site and an adja- 
cent Housing Commission land par- 
cel from R-2 to R-3. 

The Housing Commission has de- 
veloped a preliminary plan for con- 
struction of a 30-unit, two-story apart- 
ment building on the adjacent site it 
purchased last spring east of 


Litzenburger. 

The same amendment proposal 
was turned down fast month 6-3 by 
the planning commission which 
thought the change could be consid- 
ered spot zoning. 

Sorenson said it is not a spot zone 
and that the Housing Commission 
purchased the Litzenburger site “with 
the full support of the city commis- 
sion.” 

He pointed out that in 1968 when 
Litzenburger was built, the planning 


board approved the site which was 
zoned R-2. At that time, R-2 included 
R-1 zoning as well as multi-family 
housing. Again, in 1980 when HUD 
funds were secured for expansion, 
Sorenson said, “all zoning issues had 
been met by the site plan.” 

A revision of the zoning ordinance 
in 1982 introduced R-3 as multi-fam- 
ily housing and a public land district, 
but Sorenson believes the city never 
properly re-zoned the site because its 
position was that it was a public build- 


ing and that a public building is ac- 
ceptable in any zoning district. 

A second reading on the amend- 
ment is scheduled for May 4. 

In other business, city commis- 
sioners also approved the first read- 
ing of an amendment to develop a Wa- 
terfront Overlay District which would 
require 35 foot setbacks, primarily 
from the seawall, for Lake Charlevoix 
property and 15 foot building set- 
backs along the Boyne River.

Malpass said. By the end of summer. 
some boats were having trouble. 

Sull, the lower levels shouldn't 
have much of a detrimental effect this 
year on recreation. 

Right now, the shallowest of the 
marina’s 63 boat slips is at five feet, 
“so we're in good shape there,” 
Malpass said. 

Even a 30-foot boat could go into 
that amount of water safely. 

The majority of the marina’s docks 
are floating. The only concerns the 
harbor master has heard this year are 
concerns from boaters about the dis- 
tance between the top of their boats 
and a few of the fixed docks which 
are farther out of the water than last 
year. 

“We can facilitate them by build- 
ing temporary platforms,” Malpass 
said. 

There could be a little trouble at 
the Tourist Park marina, Malpass 
pointed out, where dredging may be 
needed for the lateral drifting sand 
which is filling in the channel. 

Also, the park's fixed piers are 
about five feet out of the water right 
now, which will make it tough for 
boaters to get in and out of their ves- 
sels. 

“The biggest influence is going to 
be how much rain we get in the Great 
Lakes basin,” Malpass said. 

Malpass’ own 80-foot dock on the 
lake at his home won't be long 
enough to accommodate his 22 1/2 
foot boat and he'll probably extend it 
to 150 feet. 

Others may moor boats away ae 
the docks and use a dinghy to get back 
and forth. 

“It’s just something we're going 
to have to cope with for awhile until 
we get some rainfall. It could stay this 
way for a couple of years before it 
starts to come back up. It’s just a mat- 
ter of a lot of rainfall,” Malpass said. 

Fuller agrees, saying that “the 
great lakes are a very dynamic sys- 
tem. ; 

“Even though it’s been higher than 
average, pretty much since the last 
decade, it seems like it’s real low right 
now, but it’s not.” 

According to a study by the Great 
Lakes Commission, from 1900 to the 
present time, there have been two dis- 
tinct precipitation patterns. 

Until 1940, the Great Lakes expe- 
rienced below. average precipitation 
— thus lower lake water levels. This 
was also a period when more homes 
were built closer to the shorelines.

trims grape vines. 

They’re safe from the frost 
now and won't die from the 
pruning, Cal explained. 

“You won’t have anything if 
you don’t keep it trimmed,” he 
said. 

The vines grow on his sister 
Florence Kominski’s property. 
Come the end of September, the 
first of October, Cal will harvest 
them and make wine. 

He counts, ‘‘one, two” buds 
in from the end and cuts the 
vine, tossing it into a wheelbar- 
row piled high with the spindly 
limbs. Some of the rows are up 
to 300 feet long. 

They'll start budding any day 
now. Concord, white Niagara 
and red grapes. 

“We managed to make a 
barrel of wine last year,” he said. 
It takes six full bushels for a 
barre). The first year they 
harvested 22 bushels. Now 10 to 
12 is the norm. Florence makes 
preserves with some of them. 

If they could only keep away 
the field mice, turkeys, deer and 
a certain pesky beetle, produc- 
tion would probably rise again. 
It seems he’s forever finding the 
animals’ handiwork has tam- 
pered with his own. It’s almost 
silly, he thinks, to even grow 
grapes here. 


Back at the sheep ranch 

Back at the Doyals, three or 
four more lambs will be born 
soon. Only five 
minutes after they're 
born, explained 
Howard, the lambs are 
on their little feet, 
checking things out in 
their new world. 

They are a hardy 
stock. he explained. 
noting that the ewes 
will give birth right out 
in the snow, 

“It’s kind of 
amazing, really,” he 
said gazing over the 
flock. 

With help from his

After 1940, precipitation, with the 
exception of a few dry years, has been 
above average. 

In 1986, water levels were close 
to a record high. 

Back then, predictions of erosion 
and other undesirable effects, Fuller 
said, were unfounded when the lakes 
dropped a foot or more over the next 
year when above average wind and 
temperatures over the Great Lakes 
caused a Jot more evaporation to the 
surface. 

“Nature fooled all the computer 
madels,” Fuller said. “Those warm, 
windy conditions in the summer 


caused a lot of water to disappear.” 

Modern lake level measurements, 
Fuller pointed out, only began around 
1860, and more recent widespread 
recreational and shipping use has con- 
tributed to what is considered “nor- 
mal” or desirable by human ¢tan- 
dards. 

Fuller said people need to take into 
account the six foot fluctuation be- 
tween minimum and maximum wa- 
ter levels when they're building or 
planning marinas. 

“We just need to adjust our 
lifestyles to those fluctuations,” Fuller 
said, ‘‘and not get so uptight about it.”

the Shetland Highlands in 
Scotland 10 years ago and are 
known for their fine wool which 
ranges through 11 different 
colors with markings all in 
between. For example, some 
blacks turn gray, while others 
hold their colors from birth. 

“But that’s all part of the fun, 
seeing them change,” Howard 
said. 

Like the spring season, the 
lambs’ youth is short-lived too, 
and talk of breeding and 
shearing comes quickly. 

Some will eventually be sold 
for breeding. The mature sheep 
will receive their yearly 
shearing next month. 

“Spinners like the different 
natural colors,” explained 
Howard, with fineness being its 
biggest aliraction. 

The raw wool is sold for $10 
per pound and up. Processed, it 
sells for more. Howard doesn’t 
spin or weave, so he sells most 
of it to. a woman in Hawk, with 
word of mouth being a satisfac- 
tory advertising agent for now. 

All have names, pedigrees — 
gotng back at least three 
generations — birthdates and so 
forth. Howard calls them by his 
own given nicknames — Kiss. 
Grace, Roxy, Cinder. Vicki 
(Chablis by pedigree) will 
probably retire this year. She’s 
the oldest. Leroy — better 
known as Roy — is one of the 
rams. 

Although they subsist mostly 
on hay and their grazing, 
Howard gives them a bit 
of grain once a day too, 
his way of endearing 
them to him. 

The little brown one 
scampering around today, 
he explained, will 
probably be a breeding 
ram — his little nubs of 
horns being the telltale 
sign. 

After munching on 
some hay. the little anes 
scatter about, finding 
their places on the 
hillside to bask in the 
springtime sun.
